“Re news item from Sturgeon lake 
re High Prairie road. 

“What I did say was: ‘The part 
where heavy work is required, being 
outside of my district, I have no 
definite information as to what! 
amount of work will be done.’ 

“I have reason to believe, however, 
that work will be started on it at an| 
early date. | 

“I have recently been at the cross- 
ing of the Sturgeon River, where 
grades have been made on the banks} 
and the bridge approaches filled in. 
This place gave considerable trouble 
to persons travelling with cars. 

“Regarding the part from Sturgeon 
Lake to Valleyview, although bad after 
heavy rains, it is now quite passable 


and can be travelled easily by car in 
30 minutes. 
“Anyone, however, making a trip 


outside is well advised to go by Peace 
River rather than take chances of 
having fine weather on the unfinished 
part of the High Prairie road.”

Every new idea, every new movement, every invention, every reform 
has received at its inception the most severe criticism and has been attacked 
by the public as something ridiculous and ludicrous. Why? Possibly be- 
cause the majority of us are conservative at heart and quite content to do 
the same old thing in the same old way. You often hear the statement: “Well, 
it was done that way in grandfather's time, so that’s good enough for me.” 
But is it? We are given individual minds which give rise to individual ideas 
on matters relating to life and means of improving the ease, comfort and 
security of our existence. 

Politicians, statesmen, writers, etc.. are trying to quieten the unrest that 
prevails in the world today. It seems an almost impossible task when one 
considers the great barriers which separate the many different nations of 
the world. The greatest barrier, in my estimation, is “misunderstanding,” 
and this is due to the lack of an internationally spoken language—a language 
which could be used in all commercial and diplomatic intercourse of one 
nation with another. A far greater trust between man and man would result 
and mutual confidence in each other would prevail throughout the world. 

We have the language “Esperanto,” which has been internationally 
tested and has preven its worth as a medium of international communication. | 
Esperanto has been accepted in every nation of the world, its merits extolled, 
and good advancement has been made in its learning. But its progress, so 
say the sceptics, is not sufficient for it ever rising beyond the hobby stage. 
The merits of Esperanto are too many and too great to ever allow it to remain 
in that category. True enough, a more systematic study of the language s| 
necessary if we are to receive its benefits before any more serious world) 
entanglements take place. Every human in the world must speak it. It must! 
be introduced and taught in the schools. 

The propagation of any new movement which will be world-wide in its 
learning and beneficial in results must be taught to the young with the sanc- | 
tion, approval and interest of the old. To be proficient in conversation in a 
few of the most widely-spoken languages of the world would take the average 
individual a life time of study—and what a tax on the memory! Ask one of! 
our High Schoo! students. 

At present there are four languages taught in High School and College— 
French, German, Latin and Greek. Two of these are dead and have no| 
practical value whatever, while the other two cannot be learned sufficiently | 
well in three years of school study to allow the student to speak, write or 
read them. Does it not seem to be a waste of time? Even ten years of study 
would mot make the average person well conversant in any one of the four. 
Esperanto could be learned perfectly by any High School student, with the. 
same amount of daily instruction as is given to any one of the four language 
units taught at present, in less than two years’ time. Even public school 
pupils from grade IV and up could learn Esperanto as easily as the older. 
High Schoo! students, and that boy or girl could go to Japan or Borneo and 
converse with any Esperantist there as intelligently as he could with one of | 
his own classmates. 

The reason why Esperanto can be learned so readily by even a ten-year- 
old boy is easily explained: 


|. The word is spelled as pronounced. There is absolutely no juggling 
of the letters as there is in English. 

2. The word is pronounced as it is spelled. 

3. The grammar is simple—a few rules without any aggravating 
exceptions. . 
Sentence structure is not complicated. | 


. Vocabulary building is easy—from one root as many as one hun- 
dred words can be formed. 


6. A minimum of words is necessary to express an idea. Hence the 
language is clear-cut and decisive. 

7. There are few synonyms and therefore little or no confusion in 
what you wish to say. 

8. Conversation begins easily and after but a few lessons. Word- 
building develops through conversation without the exhaustive 

z study of grammatical rules and relationships. 


The study of Esperanto, unlike that of other languages, is not tedious 
consequently the class is always interested and eager. 

; Each country—and often each state or province in the country—has a 
different _educational standard. Consequently a person in travelling or in 
locating in a foreign tand finds that he is greatly handicapped. A standard 
course of education could be taken in Esperanto with but little added time, 
and even a great saving of time would be effected if the useless language 
units were abolished, which would enable a person to settle in any part of 
the world and find immediate use for his talents without first taking years 
to learn the language of that country. Canada has suffered and is stil! suffer- 
ing from that handicap. 

There ar already several universities throughout the world offering a 
full course in Esperanto, while in many universities the learning of the 
language is a compulsory unit on the curriculum. 

It is my sincere hope that the time will soon come when Esperanto will 
be taught in every school in the world, along with the old subjects—“reading 
riting, and 'rithmetic’—and thereby build up a better feeling of good will

RADIO STATIONS FOR 
GRAIN SHIP PROTECTION 


When the first Atlantic ships head 
to Hudson Straits on their way to 
Churchill to load grain this month, 


they will be constantly protected by a 
series of radio stations located at 
strategic points throughout the Far

The ships will first come in con- 
tact with the radio station at Resolu-

of the straits. Then there is Cape
